120 In jured as 
Train Ov erturns 
In Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES 
UPI— A 
two-car Sante Fe diesel train, 
its engineer apparently black­ 
ed out, rounded a curv e too 
fast Sunday night and top­ 
pled ov er, killing an estimated 
29 persons and injuring a t 
least 120 in one of California’s 
worst railroad disasters. 
Bodies were so badly mangled 
and dismembered—some were de­ 
capitated—that the coroner's office 
had difficulty identify ing them and 
determining 
ex a ctly 
how 
m any 
were in the morgue. At least two 
were children.

whether an au tomatic ty pe washer 
will be able to get y ou r clothes as 
clean as a wringer ty pe machine, 
y ou may rest assu red that it will. 
Au tomatic washers u se v ariou s 
methods to prov ide the washing ac­ 
tion—the oscillating agitator (simi­ 
lar to the wrin g er machines), the 
rotating dru m (tu mbler ty pe, the 
pu lsator (w’hich goes u p and down), 
and the wobbling bask et (the w'hole 
tu b mov es I. In general, the agi­ 
tator or 
pu lsator-ty pe 
machines 
wash better, bu t u se more hot 
water than the tu mbler or w’ob- 
bling-bask et ty pe. 
An important point to rem ember 
is that ev en the best of the au to­ 
matic washers cannot be cou nted 
on to ru n for y ears withou t needing 
occasional 
serv icing or replace­ 
ment of paris; therefore, no one 
shou ld bu y a machine or any mak e 
withou t first tak ing steps to assu re 
herself that prompt and efficient 
dealer serv ice will be av ailable 
whenev er needed, and that she can 
afford the 
ex pense, 
which may 
sometimes be considerable. 
Assu red av ailability 
of 
repair 
serv ice and promptnss in su pply ­ 
ing it is fu lly as important as any 
other factor in the choice of an 
au tomatic 
washer. You 
shou ld 
bear in mind in cou nting the cost 
of u sing an au tomatic washer that 
it may hav e a work ing life of abou t 
sev en y ears (not 15 or 20 as an 
electric refrigerator often does.) 
For best resu lts with any au to­ 
matic washing machine, the fol­ 
lowing conditions are necessary :

(5) Correct amou nt and ty pe of 
soap (and water softener, in hard 
water) or sy nthetic detergent. 
(61 Proper operation of the con­ 
trols. 
The water su pply shou ld be at 
least as hot as 140 degrees. Any 
prospectiv e pu rchaser of an au to­ 
matic washer shou ld be su re, be­ 
fore she bu y s, that her home hot- 
water su pply will be adeq u ate for 
the machine u nder consideration.

The care and feeding of stockholders occupies busi-i 
ness management s concern more today than it used to. 
Sensational prox y fights in the last two y ears have 
focussed attention on what makes shareholders unhappy 
usually dividend policies or declining market values of their 
shares. 
The big bull market, numerous stock splits, and 
such big issues of new or additional common stock as Ford, 
Campbell Soup and General Motors, and American Tele-i 
phone & Telegraph’s convertible debentures have united to; 
spread stock ownership among people 
who never owned 
stock before. 
That makes all the more shareholders that corpor­ 
ate management now' must reasonably happy and contented. 
• 
* 
* 
* 
With the peak season of annual stockholder meet­ 
ings only a few weeks away , the question of “ fairness to 
stockholders” is to the fore again. 
Citing a continuing study of management prac­ 
tices of 4.000 corporations, the American Institute of Man­ 
agement is issuing today a two-edged guide to fairness, in­ 
tended for use by both management and stockholders. 
It discusses how dividend 
rates 
should 
be set. i 
whether they should be paid out of accumulated surplus, the 
plowing back of earnings, stock splits v s. stock dividends, 
and annual reports. 
The Institute holds that a company ’s dividend rate 
should be determined by its balance sheet rather than by its 
annual earnings. 
It argues that “ div idends can be paid out 
of disposable liquid assets, not out of normal dollar earn­ 
ings w’hich may need to be reserved for purposes other than 
dividends, or which may have been channeled into inv entory 
accumulation.” 
• 
• 
• 
* 
A firm annual dividend 
rate 
“ below which 
the 
company will not reduce pay ments” is the policy of better 
managements, the Institute holds. 
Unusually high net in­ 
come shoul call for an ex tra dividend, it contends, and lar­ 
ger ordinary dividends shouldn’t be declared unless manage­ 
ment “ feels the new rate can almost certainly be maintained 
in all future y ears.” 
The guide also fav ors, “ where circumstances war­ 
rant” , pay ment of dividends out of accumulated surplus, des­ 
pite losses in income as many companies did during the de­ 
pression. 
The Institute prefers the stock 
dividend 
to 
the i 
stock split ex cept when the market v alue of a stock has gone 
too high for the av erage inv estor and the price is subject to 
v iolent swings. 
It holds that a split means a reduction in 
the pare v alue or the stated value of each share. 
•

The stock dividend, on the 
other 
hand, 
shows 
“ management’s concern for the welfare of its shareholders,” 
the Institute contends. 
The stock dividend means “ a trans­ 
fer of accumulated earned surplus, or of capital surplus, to 
the stated capital v alue of the shares” a process that does 
not occur with a stock split. 
Plowing back earnings into plant equipment, land, 
patents or processes is necessary to the health of growing 
companies industries, the guide points out. 
In such cases, 
“ a low pay -out ratio of cash dividends to earnings is another 
proof of fairness to stockholders” and 
the latter should 
recognize that growing companies often can’t regard their 
annual net income as deductible surplus for dividend pur­ 
poses. 
Annual reports, the Institute say s sternly , should 
“ subordinate public relations appeal to a true account of the 
company ’s progress, or lack of it.”

Prevention Is Best Weapon 
1 
Against Our Virus Enemies 


By EDKIN P. JORDAN, M D . 


A considerable num ber of dis- ing a prev entativ e 
v accine has 
eaaes, both com m on and unusual— 
and serious and not so serious— 
are now knowm to be caused by 
v iruses. 
A v irus is a liv ing organism too 
sm all to be seen under the ordi­ 
nary m icroscope, v arying in size 
and its pow er to cause disease. 
In addition to the diseases knowT. 
to be caused by a v irus, there are 
a num ber of disorders which are 
believ ed to be v irus generated but 
in w’hich the particular v irus re ­ 
sponsible has not yet been definite­ 
ly identified. 
‘ AMONG THE KNOWN v iral dis­ 
eases a re such v aried hum an dis­ 
orders as influenza, polio, m easles, 
w’arts, cold sores, infectious and 
serum hepatitis, chicken pox, shin­ 
gles, cat scratch disease, psitta­ 
cosis 
(parrot 
fev er), 
sm allpox, 
rabies (hydrophobia), and in all 
probability som e of the “ com mon 
colds." This is by no m eans a com ­ 
plete list but serv es to giv e an idea 
of the problem s faced by research 
w orkers in attem pting to control 
diseases caused by v iruses. Sm all­ 
pox w as doubtless the best knowm 
and m ost studied of v riai diseases 
until recently. A terrific killer of 
the past, this disease has been 
brought under control by m eans of 
v accination which brings about a 
reasonably lasting im m unity. 
T reatm ent, 
ev en with 
m odem 
drugs and m ethods, is relativ ely 
useless once sm allpox has dev el­ 
oped. It is still a hazard because 
of the unv accinated m em bers of 
society; in 1950 a single A m erican 
hospital in K orea reported 21 cases 
with 8 deaths. 
ALTHOUGH POLIO is a wide- 
spread disease it is one in which 
only a sm all proportion of v ictim s 
are likely to acquire dam age to 
the nerv ous system . It has been 
pointed out recently that ev en if a 
thousand indiv iduals within a com ­ 
m unity are infected for the first 
tim e with polio, only 5 or 6 are 
likely to dev elop paralysis. 
For this frightening disease there 
is 
also no 
satisfactory 
specific 
treatm ent once paralysis has set 
in. Consequently, the m ajor effort 
of inv estigators—a s I think ev ery­ 
one knows—has been directed a t 
dev eloping a v accine against the 
polio v iruses W’hich w’ould prev ent 
them from reaching the nerv ous 
system and causing paralysis. 
The sam e em phasis at dev elop- 


been aim ed at rabies and sev eral 
of the other v iral diseases. Efforts 
to produce a v accine against in­ 
fluenza 
and 
some 
v arieties 
of 
“ colds” hav e been extensiv e and 
som e research w orkers are con­ 
fident that success is not far off if 
not already attained. 
EACH OF THE OTHER v iral 
diseases, 
w hat

them and w hat can be done to j the diseases 
prev ent or trea t them , could well j to be done.

and are entitled to “ a little pleas­ 
ure. a little protection.” 
Well, naturally, kind words like 
this are enough to make the av er­ 
age husband break right dowm and 
crv out of pure gratitude. He isn’t 
used to being appreciated.
